Lionist Leader Hits U. S. Plan. 
For Holy Land Trusteeship 


LAKE SUCCESS, (#) —Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann said today the 
recent American decision to aban- 
don Palestine partition can only 
lead to increased blodshed. 

He said the new United States 
policy constitutes appeasement of 
Arab aggression and called on the 
Jewish people to stand firmly be- 
hind the United Nations partition 
plan. 

The former president of the 
World Zionist organization said 
the United States, in reversing 
stands, had failed to consider 
these three basic facts: 

To delay a final settlement 
independence will in- 
crease confusion and bloodshed; 
to make Arabs consent a condi- 
tion of settlement is to rule out 
all chance of a settlement; and to 
abandon a judgement (partition) 
under pressure of Arab violence is 
to give up an incentive for peace- 
ful settlement.

ltaly Willing 
To Negotiate 
On Trieste 


ROME (/) — A foreign minis- 
ter spokesman announced today 
Italy is willing to negotiate direct- 
ly with Yugoslavia on the ques- 
tion of Trieste and the free terri- 
tory. 

He added such negotiations could 
be considered by the Italian gov- 
ernment only in the spirit of the 
British-French-American note pro- 
posing return of the area to Italy. 


The announcement was in reply 
to correspondents’ questions on the 
possibility of direct negotiations. 

The ministry’s spokesman em- 
phasized his government’s belief 
that only by eliminating the ‘dis- 
cord revealed in the question of the 
Trieste free territory can construc- 
tive peace be reached with our 
neighbors.” 

The three western allies an- 
nounced Saturday they had pro- 
posed to Russia protocol to the 
treaty of peace with Italy which 
would place the free territory of 
Trieste once more under Italian 
sovereignty.” 

In Bologna, a communist strong- 
hold, a student demonstration for 
Trieste today ran into oppozition 
from workmen. The Italian news 
agency Ansa reported the resul- 
tant scuffle was broken up by po- 
lice without causing serious injur- 
ies.

3.: Drafting by selective ser- 
vice of men from 19 to 25 years 
inclusive.

4. A permanent system of un- 
iversal military training which 
would become fully efrective with- 
in three years.

Forrestal said some of the de- 
tails of the expanded armed ser- 
vice program must be presented 
later behind closed doors.” 

“Because of the world situation 
as it exists today, there is certain 
detailed information which we can- 
not safely disclose in open ses- 
sion,” Forrestal said. 

The current strength of the 
armed services is 1,392,000. 

-No Veterans 

Forrestal indicated in his testi- 
mony before the senate armed ser- 
vices committee that war veter- 
ans will not be a in the 
draft plans. 

He said the 19-25 year age group 
includes a “total of 3,600,000 male 
non-veterans.” 

Exemptions and deferments 
would reduce that number to 1,- 
355,000 the secretary said. He dia 
not immediately explain the basis 
for exemptions and deferments 
but senators have said they would 
exclude Married men.

Forrestal said the 349,500 in- 
crease in the regular armed forces 
would be divided this way: 

“The army, by 240,000, from 

542,000 to 782,000; 

“The navy by 638,000; from 397,- 
000 to 460,000; 

“The marine corps, by 11 000, 

from 81,000 to 92,000; 

“The air force, by 35,000, 

from 364,500 to 400,000.” 

This would require an addition- 
al $3,000,000,000 outlay, he said, 
which soon will be asked of Con- 
gress. 

Biggest items in this were list- 
ed as: $775,000,000 for aircraft 
procurement, research and devel- 
opment for the air force and naval 
aviation. 

About $760,000,000 for military 
personnel costs. 

He said the costs of UMT already 
are covered in the budget and in- 
clude an appropriation of $500,- 
000,000.

relations, personnel, and directing 
leadership all have followed and 
now follow the communist party 
pattern with unbroken monotony.” 

The report listed as ‘basic com- 
munist fronts” in California the 
Progressive Citizens of America, 
Independent Progressive Party, 
the “Wallace Democrats” caucus 
in the Democratic party, Progres- 
sive A. F. or L. and a_ student 
Movement for Wallace sponsored 
by American Youth for Demo- 
eracy. 

“Behind the facade of specious 
promises of ‘peace, progress, and 
prosperity’ the third party move- 
ment has proceeded with mechan- 
ical precision, following every | 
twist and turn of the communist 
party line. It is an American tool 
of the international communist 
conspiracy,” the report said. 

Catalogued in deta#l were 161 
“fronts” alleged to be controlled 
by communists, and many other 
groups were described as_ infil- 
trated or the object of attack by 
communists.

“fronts” were the American 
Civil Liberties union, American 
Committee for Democracy and In-

The action of the Federal government, while materially 
harmful to millions of dollars in improvements and invest- 
ments in this state, also poses a serious threat on the 
matter of principle. If the national government can step 
in and take what has through the years belonged to the 
state, who knows what it will go after next in other states? 

According to a statement released by the California 
state chamber of commerce, the ownership of these mar- 
ginal, submerged lands has been vested in the several | 
states since the Declaration of Independence. California | 
has exercised all rights of sovereignty and control over 
these lands since its admission to the Union in 1850 and 
until last year all decisions in the supreme court had upheld 
this sovereitnty.
